In early 1?S0, Vo I-Iguyen Gian, Co raandor-in-Chiof of the Viet Minh army, 
disapproved a plan of General Mguyon Son calling for the entrance of ad- 
ditional Chinese Communist troons into North Viet Gan. Giap feared that 
Chinese Communist participation in the fighting would provoke United States 
intervention. The Viet Minh instead approved the following plan of action, 
formulated by Giaps * 

a) Allow the french to open several fronts, causing the.) to disperse their 
forces. 

b) aa'e limited warfare, such as the Vinh Yon— Phuc Yen attacks in mid- 
January , while building up the strength of the Viet Minh .winy. 

c) .■ inally launch a simultaneous attack in Worth, Central and South Viet 
Tam.
